Tlie Grapevine la England. 


The ancient cultivation of the vine in 


England appears to have been almost 
entirely confined to the monks, who, as 
the • ruins of their monasteries prove, 
had a shrewd eye for the most shel- 
tered and fertile spots in the land. 
They, too, were the only people who, 
in the feudal ages, had leisure or in- 
clination for such work as vine grow- 
ing. When Henry VIII. suppressed the 
religious houses the monks became fu- 
gitives and the English vineyards ran 
to waste untended. Another reason for 
the disappearance of the industry from 
this country is to be found in the fact 
that during the middle ages the pro- 
hibitive taxes imposed on-all foreign 
products made the wines of the con- 
tinent almost unbuyable luxuries, and 
therefore the English bad to be content 
with the inferior produce of their own 
vines. As these duties were decreased 
the superior wines of more favored 
countries gradually drove our own out 
of the market. More than one attempt 
has been made to revive open air vine 
growing in England, but the uncertain- 
ty of the British climate seems to be 
an effectual bar to such experiments 
developing into a regular industry.— 
London Queen.

Decorative Crude MnterialH. 


The various forms of work which 


have taken for themselves the modest 
name of handicraft hare demonstrated 
in a striking way the immense possi- 
bilities for decorative purposes which 
lie hidden in the crudest materials. 
Bin-lap is only a development of bag- 
ging, and many another so called "art 
material" is nothing more than a stuff 
of homely origin, says an exchange. 


Yet for their purposes these ruder 


stuffs have in them a certain style that 
the more finely woven stuffs utterly 
lack. The coarsest crash made can be 
turned into the most artistic sort of 
hangings by stenciling, while a deli- 
cate silk stuff, though it might be pret- 
tily stenciled, would be utterly lacking 
in character. 


Table covers and couch covers are 


made of rough bagging, treated in a 
bolder way, of course, like the delicate 
Mexican drawn work, the same spider 
webs and butterflies woven of threads 
in the open corners left, while threads 
that cross are drawn. That same bag- 
ging can be stenciled or motifs of it 
In colors may be appliqued into it, each 
part of the figure outlined with heavy 
thread—not unlike a sort of glorified 
twine. 


Linen Hint*. 


When hanging your linen to dry use 


two lines comparatively f-lo^o and par- 
*allel- for your tablecloths and sheets. 
Throw one selvage side of your table- 
cloth over one lino toward the other, 
allowing it to hang down about a quar- 
ter of a yard and being careful to pin 
it a short distance from the ends. 
Take the opposite for your cloth and 
throw it over the otuer line, facing 
the first line, and pin it in the same 
manner. This will form a sort of bag 
and will prevent to a considerable ex- 
tent the wild blowing of the tablecloth 
In windy weather. 


After the table linen is thoroughly 


dried remove it from the line and 
prepare to dampen it. A whisk broom 
Is excellent for the purpose. 


Table linen, in order to bring out 


the bright gloss that makes it attrac- 
tive, should be dampened quite con- 
siderably. 
Sprinkle the tablecloths 


t' iely, being sure that the selvage 
ends or hemstitched borders are thor- 
oughly damp, says Woman's Life. Roll 
tip tightly, patting the roll frequently 
to spread the dampness.

State Highway Chief Has Big Plans 


for Extending Work. 


State Highway Commissioner Hun- 


ter wants the Legislature to app'ro- 
priate $6,000,000 for the improve- 
ment of the roads in Pennsylvania 
during the next two years. 
This 


sum, 
with the $3,oOO,000 available 


out of the fund of $6,500,000 appro- 
priated by the Legislature of 1903, 
would give the department a fund of 
$4,500,000 annually the next two 
years. 
He suggests that the Legislature 
pass an act authorizing the organiza- 
tion of road 
supervisors 
in every 


county in the state. His plan is that 
they shall meet once a year, or often- 
r, at the county seats, just as the 
School Directors hold 
an annual 
meeting, and that the supervisors be 
paid for attending these meetings. 


"The Legislature should also pass 
a bill authorizing thg Highway Com- 
missioner to plant trees along the 
roads built by this department," con- 
tinued Mr. Hunter. 
"A bill should 
also be passed providing that town- 
ships where the work tax has been 
abolished shall be allowed 50 instead 
of J.3 per cent, on the amount of their 
cash tax for the improvement of the 
dirt roads, of which there are about 
100,000 miles in Pennsylvania."

BEDFORD TO SAN FRANCISCO 


Description of Trip Recently Made 


by A. C. Kooiitz. 


San Francisco, Cal. 


December 25, 190C. 


Mr. F. M. McCreary, 


Dear Sir and Brother: 
This rainy 


afternoon I will write .in answer to 
your welcome letter. 
I hope you 
are enjoying Christmas dinner but 
you will be thinking of supper at 
present as there is a difference of 
three hours in our time. I ate mine 
at 2 p. m. but will say it was no 
Bedford county turkey dinner, not 
by a long ways. 
I staked off four 


claims in the mining district and 
one I called the Bedford claim. 
It 
is copper .and gold; the copper crop- 
ped out on top of the ground. 


I will try and give you, as best I 
can, an account of my journey. 
The 
trip was a fine one. From Chicago 
we traveled to Council Bluffs, la., 
then on to Omaha, Lincoln, Denver 
and Colorado Springs. 
Then we saw 
Pike's Peak, Pueblo, then up the 
Royal Gorge and over the 'Rockies, 
down through the Valley of Paradise 
to Provo and Salt Lake City; Irom 
there to Ogden, where we crossed 
the Great Salt Lake, a distance of 
37 miles, on trestles and "rlp'rap. 
We passed through beautiful valleys 
and deserts to Reno; crossed, the 
Sierra 
Nevada 
mountains, 
which 


were covered with 
six 
inches of 
snow, passing under the suowsheds 
for 40 miles. 
Near the top of these 


mountains is a great lake, where a 
colony perished in mid-winter. Near 
the summit the train broke and we 
snowballed each other for nearly two 
hours. 
We had supper at Colfax, 


on the opposite side of of the moun- 
tain and then on to Sacramento. 
From Oakland Pier we crossed the 
bay to San Francisco, where we saw 
many ruins of the earthquake and 
fire; then down to Los Angeles, com- 
pleting the journey in ten days and 
nights. 
Los Angeles is a beautiful city, 


having a 
population of 
250,000. 


Main and Spring streets and Broad- 
way are its business streets and 
Grand Avemie and San Pedro are 
the most beautiful streets I ever 
saw. Los Angeles has the best street- 
car service of any city I was ever in 
and the fine climate makes it one of 
the finest cities I ever visited. 
Pasadena is also a fine city, with 


many beautiful homes; many Penn- 
sylvania people live there, and also 
at Tropico and Glendale. D. H. Imler 
and John W. Imler both have fine 
homes. At Long Beach I met sever- 
al people from Pennsylvania; the 
bathing there is fine. The distance 
between Long Beach and Los Ange- 
les is 21 miles,—the finest farming 
land one would wish to see. Saw 
acres of oranges, apricots, figs, olives 
and strawberries and picked some 
for myself. 
I left on December 14 for the mines 


and marble quarries at Cadiz, 240 
miles east of Los Angeles. The mines 
are very rich and the Cadiz Marble 
and Mining Company, of which D. H. 
Imler is vice president and superin- 
tendent owns, large claims. 
They 
mine copper, lead, zinc, silver and 
gold; I spent a week in the camp. 
I really would like to be in that 
business and enjoyed myself among 
them. 
While there I never heard 


one say a profane word. I saw lots 
of Jack-rabbits and helped eat one 
of them; there are lots of quail and 
I heard the coyote. 
From there I 


came to this city about which I will 
write you later.

Some Interesting Experiments For

a blue track behind it, which is caused 
by the formation of potash.

inch wide and two inches deep.

large the bottom of the hole to form a 
sort of cavity and drop into it a piece 
of potassium about the size of a pea. 
The potassium will Instantly take fire 
and will burn beautifully in the ice, 
making a very pretty sight, especially 
if the room is otherwise dark.

room should also be warm when you 
make the experiment. 


Would you believe that an icicle can 


flro a cannon? Try this with a toy 
_onc: Load tho cannon and on the gun- 
powder on the touchholc put a piece of 
potassium no larger than a pinhead.

Square 


Every boy kno\\ s that a square num- 


ber is a number produced by the multi- 
plication of any number by itself. Thus 
7 multiplied by itself gives 49 as a 
result; 40 consequently Is a square 
number, 7 being termed the square root 
from which it springs 
In high num- 


bers the extraction of the square root 
is an affair of time and trouble, and 
after all the necessary calculations 
have been made it may perhaps be 
found that the number is not a square 
number. 
This 
unnecessary 
trouble 


may be saved if the following instruc- 
tions are remembered: Every square 
number ends with one of the figures 1, 
4, 5, G or 0, or with two ciphers pre- 
ceded by one or other of these figures. 
Again, every square number Is equally 
divisible by 4, or when divided by 4 
will have a remainder of 1. Thus, as 
shown above, the square of 7 Is 49, 
which divided by 4 gives us a quotient 
12 and 1 over; 64 again is a square 
number, and It Is exactly divisible by 4.
